WASHINGTON UR — Four times within the past 
nine days President Eisenhower has made state­ 
ments on this country’s military policy. 
Perhaps 
with good reason, that policy is still not clear. 
He spoke of military policy in a letter to Secretary 
of Defense Wilson Jan. 5; in his State of the Union 
message Jan. 6; at a news conference Jan. 12; and 
in a special message to Congress Thursday. 
The main reason the policy isn’t clear—judging 
from Eisenhower’s words,—is that neither he nor his 
advisors can foresee every situation which may arise 
and therefore cannot predict what will b e done in 
every situation. 
If this creates some uncertainty at home, it at 
least has the virtue of keeping the Communists 
guessing and perhaps may have a discouraging effect 
on their aggressive notions. 
This much is clear: 
The United States must stay armed for an indefi­ 
nite period. No one can foretell how long the cola 
war will last. If this country tried to remain fully 
mob ilized indefinitely it might, and no doub t would, 
wreck its economy. 
The United States would b e equally unstab le if it 
allowed itself to b e maneuvered into cutting defenses 
to the b one every time danger slackened, reb uilding 
frantically when danger arose, and disarming again 
when danger dwindled. 
So Eisenhower wants to economize as much as he 
can b y keeping an armed force which will remain 
fairly constant in size b ut which can b e mushroomed 
into huge proportions in an emergency b y b uilding up 
reserves instead of keeping men under arms. 
Whether the President’s policy is sound will never 
b e known unless there is aggression. If the policy 
turns put wrong it may b o fatal. 
In his letter to Wilson, Eisenhower said: “To pro­ 
vide for meeting lesser hostile action—such as local 
aggression not b roadened b y the intervention of a 
major aggressor’s forces—growing in many areas of 
the free world . . . 
“There remain certain contingencies for which the 
United Nations should b e ready with mob ile forces 
to help indigenous troops deter local aggression, di­ 
rect and indirect.” 
If Russia or Red China started an attack anywhere, 
the United States would presumab ly hit them at 
once with atomic or nuclear weapons. Eisenhower 
seemed to imply that in his State of the Union mes­ 
sage when he said: 
“America’s response . . . will b e swift and de­ 
cisive” against aggression b y the Communist rulers. 
But what aggression? 
If the Red Chinese attacked Formosa, where the 
United States has signed a mutual defense agree­ 
ment with Nationalist leader Chiang Kai-Shek, would 
the United States retaliate against China with atomic 
b omb s? lf so, it might mean world war since Russia 
has an alliance with Red China

To Standard Time 


KOKOMO, Ind. UP)—Kokomo, cur­ 
rently the southwestern outpost of 
Eastern Standard Time in Indiana, 
is thinking about going back to 
Central Standard Time but is go­ 
ing to think about it for another 
four weeks. 
The subject was discussed at J 
length at a special meeting of the 
City Council Thursday night, but 
no action was taken. Another spe- 
cfal meeting to consider the time 
problem was set for February 9. 
Ralph Willoughby, the one coun­ 
cilman who voted against fast time 
originally, moved to return to slow 
time, but the Council tabled the 
motion by a 6-3 vote. The action 
had the effect of putting off a de-! 
cision. 
The feeling of the Council ma­ 
jority was that more time was 
needed to study the effects of fast 
time on the community. The time 
change became effective Jan. 2, 
less than two weeks ago. 
One of the principal arguments 
advanced against fast time was 
the effect on school children, who 
had to leave home while it was 
still dark in the morning. Those 
who favored fast time pointed out 
the advantage of more daylight 
time a1 the end of the work day. 
More than IOO persons attended 
the meeting, and more than a doz­ 
en of them spoke.
